TH! ‘MENNON! SHOOTING AFFAIR. 

Thomas Gilmour Kesto’ was indicted 
for wilfally Heing at and wounding two Chi- 
nose firemen on board the steamer Afemnon 
at Sandakan ‘Harbour on April 6, with in- 
tent to do them grievous bodily harm ; and 
altornatively with unlawfully wounding the 
men. og 
He pleaded not guilty, 

‘The Attorney. General conducted the 
prosecution, aud Mr J. J. Francis, Q.0., 
defended tho accused (inatractad by Mr 0. 
D. Wilkinson, solicitor.) 

A jury waa then empanelled, objection 
being ‘takon to two Chinamen, while Mr 
Brown, ona of the clorks in Messrs But- 
terfield & Swire's Office, and Mr Janos 
Francia were allowed to stand back, Tho 
jury was as follows :—Eduardo Joné da 
Silva Loursiro, Abraham Rouben Ezekiel, 
Luiz José Lopes, John Boinrich North- 
mant, - Moise Bernheim, Cart Wilhelm 
Louquet, PF. A, Richard Abeassor. 

Ho Yau—I was fireman'on beard tho 
Menmon at Saudakan on 6th April. I and 
another man, about three’ o'ctock-y t 
day, went aft to sce the chief officer to yo 
balance of our wages, It waa the craton 
un board the ship to detaid half a month’s 
wages, There were $2 duo to each of the 
thirteen’ firemen in iddivion to tho half 
month's wages.
